MEMO FOR THE RECORD 

SUBJECT: OBI Visit by DIA Inspector General’s Officer 


1. This morning a caller identifying himself as Col. GulUon 
of the DIA IG staff phoned whether he could see me today in re D2A 
Production Center’s participation in the NIS Program. He said their 
annual survey of the Production Center had reached the "interface” stage 
and* whaa traced if Gen Maples 1 staff knew of this proposed visit, said 
they store directly on inferentially aware of it. Because it seemed to me 
that theaatspragency aspects would have indicated introductory or parallel 
call from Maples* staff, and in any event to more clearly identify the 
caller, 1 phoned Col. Early; he authenticated Col. Guliion (JLtCol Allen W . , 
U$AE \ and his function, seemed somewhat embarrassed about the procedure 
followed, and thanked me for getting in touch. 


2. Our half-hour discussion was quite ^formal and generally non* 
specific. In response to his question as to whether DIA as eucoessor to 
the several services was performing adequately in quantitative and qualitative 
terms in their contributions to the NIS, I said that after an initial shakedown 
period the Production Center was approximating our former experience with 
the several services. 1 deliberately led the conversation in the direction of 
my, oi^er vatioa that th* quality of essentially ail types of intelligence could 
W improved, |f an increased magnitude of effort be applied. I coupled 

this with my cmpment that 1 wap conceimed about the pervasive current 
tendency to ao stress the more sexy types of iateliigenoe ss to seriously 
impair such fundamental materials as the NIS, thereby requ iringcrash 
analysts to devote much ill- spent time to digging out the basics and in 
effect representing a somewhat penny wi s e - and * pound * f ooli ah situation. 
Incidental to this X stressed the progr amme d andnoa* crystal -bail nature 
of the jNJS Program and the unsay iimee that this had paid off. Mindful of 
but without any reference to DIA 1 s current ma^ or reduction in the production 
of Military Geography contributions to the I also stressed jmy concern 
that this type cd vary bAsic coverage be cos^iansd sad maintained* sn 
CoL Gui^on’A a^tanwiai. -that, DIA seemed to feel the worid had largely been 
covered and therefore) this effort could be sl a c k e d off or in largf jfart 
terminated, I re -played the old tape about initial research having seldom 
been as thorough as possible, the likely accumulation of significant new 
information even on the physical fundamentals during a period of 10 years, 
and particularly significant changes in user requirements which dictate a 
considerable re-treatment of basic conditions even if not found to have been 
changed per se. 
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
